Dairymen's League Will C<M>P. 
crate With Officials in Hand- 
ling 2,500,000 Quart Surplus 


New York, March 22. — District 


Attorney Swann today conferred with 
officials, of the Dairymen's league re- 
garding his, plan for having the city 
undersell the "milk trust" by pur- 
chasing from-'upstate farmers a daily 
surplus of 2,500,000 quarts, which it 
is alleged, certain distributors 
have 


refused to buy. Russell D. Cooper, 
president of the league, declared that 
under such a. plan, league members 
would agree to deliver milk to trains 
for approximately seven and one half 
cents a quart, the price obtained from 
distributors, if the city Would assume 
charge of the shipments at the term- 
inals. 


Mr. Swann asserted that if the city 


would provide $50,000 for purchase 
of 10,000 milk containers, the sur- 
plus might be sold at the 510 public 
schools in this city at 12 cents a 
quart. According to Mr. Cooper, dis- 
tributors own 90 percent of the milk 
cans now in use.

THE T>EATIl PENAL/TV 


At * recent public hearing; in AI- 


toany. relative to the proposed hill 
abolish.nR the death penalty in the 
state, there was nut a ulnffle voice 
railed In opposition thereto. Of thoie 
favoring It ther* were two classes: 
Humanitarians who were for the bill 
on what sometime* are called senti- 
mental reuons. who exploited Ut« 
•acredncns of human llf« and declared 
that the commonwealth bad no right 
under any circumstances .to'violat*. Us 
•aridities; and another hard-headed 
soil, mainly practitioners of law, who 
held for abolition of the extreme pen- 
alty on the quite different ground 
that tt made conviction* difficult and 
often through aentiment, .n.TinKted 
the guilty to escape. 


It I* not likely that the former ar- 


gument will have great fore* wve with 
sentimentalists like themselves; but 
the vecond one may not improbably 
have Its effect. In an earlier age, pun* 
ishment was considered primarily an 
act of revenge. The more modern 
conception of to-called punitiv*. meas- 
ure* U that its primarily purpose is 
the reformation of the wrong-doer. 
Manifestly the death penalty, makes 
this Impossible with the class of 
crimes to which the penalty applies; 
and If the theory of reclamation ana 
reformation is to be carried to the 
end. it is illogical. 


Another argument offered in favor 


of the abolition of the death penalty 
iR that the law like evernthing else 
is fallible. 
Often there hare been 


convictions for crime which have la- 
ter been proved to be unjust; and the 
prisoner, at first convicted by false 
testimony or by circumstantial evi- 
dence found later to be. misleading, 
has been released and restored to his 
normal activities and to citizenship. 
The death penalty, carried 'out. per- 
mits no such rlf htihg of a wrong. The 
convicted man has passed far "beyond 
this bourne of time aad space;" and 
though regretted, the blunder cannot 
fce rectified. 
Memory is still fresh of 


the state of New York coming with 
briefest interval of putting to death 
Stielow. a harmless, stupid soul, whose 
execution would have been a judicial 
murder. • 


Also it is urgnd that the abolltfoa 


of the death penalty would remove 
the present difficulty 'in securing a 
jury in a murder trial. Jt i* * known 
fact that whenever a jury i* sum- 
moned for this purpose, hundreo* <•» 
talesmen are often examined before a 
jury is secured, M srroac I* tke aver- 
sion to the death penalty, or at least 
to having a hand even legally in put- 
ting a fellow mortal to death. 


Summed up Briefly, if the death 


penalty has a deterrent effect upon the 
would-be criminal, If it lesMns the 
number of murders ana impresses up- 
on the criminal classes an idea or the 
sancity of life and the certainty of 
punishment for the taking of It. then 
it should not be abolished. If on the 
other hand, lit* imprisonment, which 
is the everywhere-conceded alterna- 
tive, is more effectual in prevention of 
the capital crime, then there it good 
reason for revision of the statute*. 
There are dcubtlesc figures in abun- 
dance obtainable as regards increase 
or diminution of crime in states where 
the penalty no longer is imposed, and 
these should be studied and fairly 
presented to the legislature before the 
bill comes .... if indeed it does come 
up. for passage. And in the decision 
neither sentiment nor revenge should 
he permitted to have^nuch sway.

If there bad been a wet aprlng he 
could not plant a crop. He says: 


"I wouldn't take $125 an acre for 


this lsn-1. Since we used the ditcher 
we can drive over the farm with a 
car nnd we can harvest our wheat 
with * header or binder, without any 
inconvenience on acccnet of mad.

CO.VTRAKY TO ELECXIOX LAW. 


Notblng lu Statute Warrant* provision 


That County Commute T« Compos- 
cd of Due Man and Ono Wamau 
Chosen from Each Klevtlou Dis- 
trict—Inlattathi Takea by Uluiuan 
Faction In Broome County, 
According to

Wampsville 
yesterday by 


Justice Kellogg of the supreme court, 
the resolution adopted by tha Repub- 
lican County committee of Broom* 
county in January last providing for 
the election of two members of th« 
county committee from each election 
district, one of whom shall be a man 
and one a women Is illegal, being con- 
trary to the provision of thc election 
law. Cnless the decision is changed 
by a higher court, in that county and 
many others in the state, including 
Otsego county where similar resolu- 
tions have been passed, but one mem- 
ber of the county committee can be 
chosen from each district. This deci- 
sion will at best cause a delay In the 
printing of the official primary ballots 
for the spring primaries, scheduled 
for April 6th. It will doubtless be 
brought to the attention of the boards 
of election commissioners in all the 
counties of the state. 


The matter was brought before the 


court on the application of Luman H. 
Slawson, 
chairman of th? eleventh 


ward primary campaign committee of 
the city of Binghamton, upon an ap- 
plication for a show cause order re- 
quiring the election commissioners of 
Broome coujjty and the county clerk 
of Broome county to show cause why 
they should not be restrained from 
preparing the ballots for the primary 
with provision made for the election of 
two members from eacv, district In 
Brome county. Th» new organization 
passed the resolution providing for a 
man and a woman member from each 
district in January last and have nom- 
inated both a man and woman in each 
election district. The Hinman faction 
has nominated but one candidate in 
each election district and a man In 
each case, it is understood 


The Court's Opinion. 


In his opinion handed down after 


hearing the arguments at Wampsville' 
Justice Kellogg, after reciting the acts 
of the Republican county committee, 
and the fa/^ts leading up to the in- 
stitution of the proceedings, says: 


"The law governing the el-ction of 


county Committeemen, an<i their num- 
ber, is found in Section 37 of the elec- 
tion law, which provides two n ethods 
for the formation of the committees: 
fl) That there shall be elected from 
each election district, one committee- 
man, whose voting power in the coun- 
ty committee shall be in proportion 
to the number of the par' 
votes in 


such district, or secondly, there may be 
elected in each election district, any 
number 
of 
county committeemen. 


pursuant to the rules and regulations 
of the county committee, based upon 
the proportionate vote of thj party in 
each district. It is therefore within the 
power of the county committee to 
adopt a rule under this section, that 
there shall be one commltteman for 
each 
one 
hundred 
oters 
for 


the part) in that district. A district 
having five hundred party voters would 
have five county committeemen. A 
district having one hundred voters, 
would have one committeernan. 


I am of the opinion, therefore, that 


any rule or regulation adopted by the 
county committee contrary to the pro- 
visions of section 3? of the election 
law is invalid, and a rule of that com- 
mittee which makes it mandatory for 
the district to elect an equal number 
of men and women as members of 
that committee is in violation of sec- 
tion 37- 


It would clearly restrict the free 


choice of the voter in expressing: his 
preference at the primary for mem- 
bers of the county committee i» his 
district and has no warrant In law. 
Under the provisions of aectlon 1 of 
article 2 of the Constitution, no super- 
ior polities' rights are conferred upon 
either sex eithgr jointly or individually. 


It is likewise manifest that the 


board of election cannot lawfully pre- 
pare a primary ballot which would 
carry out th* provisions of the amend- 
ed rule. 


It is the duty of the county clerk 


and custodian of primary records of 
Broome county to prepare and print 
the official ballots for the Republican 
primary on April 6th. 1920. in such 
a manner that the names of all per-

A good 
physique Is important to the ncnct gen- 
eration of woman, but the quality of 
her mind Is of still greater importance
